Sale of Dicks' Camping Woods. 
The oid Dick's Woods may soon 


pass into history as a picnic ground 
along the Big Conewago Creek, for 
C. E. Miller of McSherrystown, who 
acquired the Judge Dick's Farm, in- 
cluding the woods bordering the 
stream, several years ago, will have 
public sale of the place on Saturday, 
Aug. 13. The land along the creek 
on which virgin timber stands, will 
be marketed in ten lots, each with a 
creek frontage of 100 feet and a depth 
of 233 feet to the public road in the 
rear. 
The thousand foot frontage 


extends from a point above the bend 
nearhr to the iron bridge, the woods 
lying on the bank of the stream. The 
farm itself contains 119 acres and no 
perches. 


The passing of Dick's Woods will 


see one or the most popular picnic 
spots in this section of the country 
closed to campers. The grov<» of 
fine old" trees, mostly oaks, has 
sheltered thousands of campers in 
the ' past years.

They 
were protected by Judge Dicks, and 
their numbers multiplied. 


judge Dicks now well up in the

The judge still 
spends much of his time along the 
stream. 


The entire creek front along the 


Big Conewago on the east ~bank.

One-Time Indispensable Adjunct 


of Blacksmith Shop. 


The bellows, In the form In which 


once It was familiar In every house- 
hold, Is still used In homes where 
open fires are maintained, but the 
giant bellows that in old times was 
as necessary an adjunct of the black- 
.smlth's shop as the forge Itself Is 
steadily being supplanted by blowers 
of other sorts. 


In a long-established New York city 


blacksmith shop located on the down- 
town waterfront, where once, across 
'the way, the wharves were lined with 
tall-sparred sailing ships, there was 
In those days one of those big, old- 
,tlme bellows. 
When the blacksmith 
| wanted to blow the fire Jie rested "one 
hand and forearm on the end of the 
long lever and swayed and swayed 
on It gently. 


Now from the wharves across the 


way the sailing ships have disap- 
peared, and from this old waterfront 
blacksmith's shop the old-time bellows 
has disappeared too. The anvil is still 
there, to be sure, and people halt now 
and then just as they have always 
done to look In and see the sparks 
fly when the blacksmith and his help- 
er strike on the red-hot Iron; but now 
when the blacksmith wants to blow 
the fire he doesn't put his arm on a, 
big bellows lever and sway and sway; 
now he simply reaches up and moves 


{ a. little switch. That starts a steady 
blast, which can be regulated to any 
force that may be required.

TEARS IN ADAMS COUNTY. 


MACHINERY INVADES THE ORCHARD 


(By John R Knhn, Esq.. Brooklyn.) 
^One hundred years ago the turn- 
pike from Berlin to Hanover, a 
stretch of ten miles over the Pigeon 
Hills had just been completed. That 
was the period for building turnpikes 
and canals, enterprises which engag- 
ed the attention and capital of our 
citizens as fully as the same are no\v 
employed in improving the roads 
and highways. 
Two hundred years ago there was 


not a village or town, a farm or habi- 
tation in Pennsylvania south of the 
Susquehanna. in the territory now 
known as Cumberland, York and Ad- 
ams counties, which embrace the 
south-east corner of our State. 


Nearly three hundred years ago in 


1634 settlements had been made in 
the adjoining province of Maryland, 
and in the intervening century roads 
leading to Philadelphia had been 
outlined from points in Maryland 
across this disputed district to and 
from fordings in the Potomac and 
Susquehanna. 
The principal cross- 


ings in the Susquehanna were at 
Wright's Ferry or Wrightsville, and 
at John Harris' Ferry, now-Harris- 
burg. In locating these roads,atten- 
tion had also to be given to the 
crossings 
of various streams 
or 


creeks which were fordable only at 
certain places and even at these ford- 
ings only when the water was not 
very high. 


The land in these counties then be- 


longed to, or, at least, was claimed 
by the Indians, wild savages, who 
disputed the right of white men to 
trespass upon their hunting grounds. 
We are told that the Indians in this 
region were not numerous, but, some 
were liable to appear suddenly unto 
•wayfarers and a very few' of them 
ready for action were enough to ter- 
rorize a party of whites. William 
Pemr and his agents respected the 
rights of the Indians and warned the 
white people not to venture upon 
these lands until the rights of the 
Indians had been purchased and ac- 
quired by treaty with their Chiefs. 
It was not until 1729 that such treaty- 
was concluded. Then the lands .in 
these counties with some reserva- 
tions for the proprietaries were open 
for settlement. Among the pioneers 
who invaded this neighborhood were 
enterprising men seeking suitable lo- 
cations for mill sites along the swift- 
running mountain streams. The lo- 
cation of mills and damming of 
streams had much to do with the di- 
rection of highways to places where 
below the dams the streams could- 
conveniently be forded. 


In our locality here about East 


Berlin the null sites on Conewago, 
west of town, and on the Beaver, 
were first secured by Peter Lehn. 
who about 1741 erected mills and con- 
structed dams. Observe upon 
the 


map how many highways leading 
south from the crossing at Harris- 
burg- through Dillsburg. Bermudian. 
Carlisle, and 
York 
Springs, 
are 


brought to the focus which below the 
dam afforded a safe crossing of the 
Conewago. In our day this trouble 
about finding a safe crossing is a 
trivial matter, but to our forefathers 
who resided on the left of the Cone- 
wago it was a consideration of im- 
oortance. for they being without 
bridges, were for half the year bar- 
red by the streams from traveling to 
York, then the county town. 


From the ferry at 
Wrightsville 


came the traffic from Philadelphia to 
York, and thence west along the 
road, opened in 1742. and later taken 
for the turnpike, completed in 1820 
through Abbottstown to Gettysburg 
and the West: and a shorter road in 
same direction through Holtzschwani 
and Berlin known as the Menallen 
road, which continued west past the 
Quaker Meeting House and thence 
westward to a junction with the road 
through Gettysburg and following 
the road westward prepared in 1755 
for the army of Gen. Braddock. im- 
proved later under direction of Gen. 
Forbes. This great artery of com- 
munication with the West IOO years 
ago became the turnpike from Phila- 
delphia to Pittsburgh and is now be- 
ing further improved and known as . 
the 
Lincoln Highway, which 
will 


soon be completed 'from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific- 


Other roads come to East Berlin 


from 
the north, the Cana! road, 


through Dover and Bigrnount, and an 
old road irom Karrisburg through 
Wellsville. 
crosses 
the 
Yellow 


Breeches, Bermudian and Red Run. 
and formerly brought much traffic 
through our tov.-n. and along the 
turnpike to Hanover and Baltimore. 


About the lime" the turnpike was ! 


completed in 1820. the nrr.t bridge j 
was constructed across the Cone- j 
wago at Ea«t Berlin. The necessity 
of same was unquestioned, but like 
many other enterprises here conser- 
vation, instead of generosity, prevail- 
ed in Its planning and the bridge -was 
neither high enough, nor long enough 
to escape the violence of OUP -great 
stream in a flood. It was swept 
away, and a few year? later, in 1826, 
a better and higher bridge was built, 
which remains one of the landmarks 
of our locality. Experience proved 
that this also was too short, and in 
1850 an extension was added on the 
Reading township side. The bridge 
is now al! right, excepting that in 
times of floods it can not be ap- 
proached at either end: for the roads 
leading thereto have, in course of 
timer been washed away. 
Now we 


are advised- that through the ettorts 
of Dr. Elgin, who represents Adams 
county in the Legislature, the Me- 
nallen road is to be restored as part 
of the State Roads System and our 
long bridge will be rendered ap- 
proachable, even in wet weather.

CURRENCY MELTED IN CHINA 


Chin*** "C**h" Has Gone the Way of 


Many Other Forms of Money 


in That Country. 


With the end of the war comes the 


end. one may believe, of an odd spec- 
tacle sometimes seen in the neighbor- 
hood of Tsinan, Tsingtan, and doubt- 
less of other Chinese cities—the sight 
of a Chinese coolie pushing a wheel- 
barrow loaded with coins on their way 
to be melted down for the metal. War 
conditions raised the price of brass 
and copper to such an extent that it 
was foand profitable to purchase coins 
aucl melt them, a practice which 
brought inconvenience, for it materially 
reduced the circulating: medium. Laws 
were passed against it. but they seem 
to have been more or less successfully 
evaded, and wheelb.-irrows continued to 
be used in supplying the smelters. 
Thus is added another incident in the 
long history of Chinese "rash." which 
began 3.000 years and more ago with 
the circulation of coins that had th-i 
shape of knives, stiil to he seen used 
as paper knives by foreigners in China 
who have picked them up searching 
for antiquities. Other shapes were in- 
troduced, and before the Chou dynasty, 
about 600 B. C., the Chinese currency 
was ax-shaped and spade-shaped as 
well as knife-shaped. At that time 
round coins with a hole in them, so 
that iney might be held together w!f.h 
a cord, were introduced and foun«l 
much more convenient.
